Editor Gazette:—Under this much 
abused and sensational heading, “A 
Sinner”charges me with ‘‘rushiog ioto 
print to defend the comfortable doc- 
trine of eternal damnatioa to the fin- 
ally impenitent.“ Far be it from me 
to suggest that the writer meant to 
pervert the true purpose of my article 
on “Universalism and Orthodoxy” and 
thus to prove himself indeed A Sin- 
ner“ against the common rules of 
courtesy.

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SIERRA VALLEY NOTES. 


SIERRAVILLE, Jan. 11. 

There is no snow except in drifts in 
Sierra valley between Sierraville and 
the Junction, but all around Beck- 
with and on the west side there isa 
foot of snow and good sleighing. 
From Truckee to Randolph is the 
best sleighing we lave ever had. 

Some of our citizens are wild for a 
railroad te run from Truckee to Quin- 
cy. Their idea in part isto run out 
the timber between here and Truckee. 
They say if no one else builds a road, 
the lumbermen will run one 12 or 15 
miles towards Webber lake. The 
chances are that any road that comes 
into this end of the valley will kill 
this town as dead as à berring. A 
road would strike the valley high up 
in the foothills, and to reach Sierra- 
ville it would have to go out of its 
way more than would pay. It it goes 
a mile from bere and a depot is lo- 
cated at Randolph, or anywhere in 
that vicinity, Sierraville will not be 
worth picking up. All the trade 
would go to the station, and in addi- 
tion to that, the teams and stages 
would be hauled off, and the Jamison, 
Quincy and Mohawk travel would 
skip right through without leaving a 
cent in the valley. Now, I cannot 
figure out any compensating benefit 
to this valley in exchange for these 
disadvantages. It will not raise the 
price of hay or grain, for it would not 
reach the mines or logging camps. 
The route would have to cross a rough 
and mountainous country, with a 
snow-fall often reaching 10 or 12 feet, 
and I cannot imagine men with money 
putting it into such a scheme. 

Rabbits are increasing in number, 
but they are not nearly ss plenty as 
they were a few years ago. There are 
large flocks of sage hens in tke valley; 
more than were ever seen here before.

A Move te Capture Col. Fair's Principal 
Staff Officer—The Sally Fails — A 
-Fortern Hope at Franktow na. 


There wasan expression upon the 
countenance of ‘Lawyer Soderberg last 
evening, as he stepped from the Vir- 
ginia train, which betokened some- 
thing of unysual interest in the wind. 
His usually jocund air had given 
place toa look of devilish cunning, 
and all his actions betokened that his 
errand to Reno was one which called 
rather for the subtlety of the serpent 
than the harmlessness of the dove. Mr. 
Soderberg’s business soon became 
known in the Justice's Court, where 
he made application for a warrant for 
the arrest of L. P. Drexler, on a charge 
of bribery committed at the last elec- 
tion. The complaint was signed by 
A. H. Perkins of Franktown, and, in 
substance, set forth that on Nov. 2, 
1880, L. P. Drexler had offered to buy 
the vote of Philip Miller. Justice 
Young consulted the District Attorney 
as to his proper preceeding in the mat- 
ter. Mr. Rankin ascertained from 
Mr. Perkins that he had nothing but 
hearsay evidence to proffer against 
Mr. Drexler, and had no witness to 
give direct testimeny on the allegations 
ef the complaints Mr. Rankia ac- 
cordingly told the Justice that be 
could not sanction the issuance of a 
warrant, there being no evidence upon 
which the accused could be held. Jus- 
tice Young therefore refused to issue 
& warrant. 

This morning Mr. Soderberg again 
returned to the charge, with Thomas 
Wheeler, a fresh witness. Mr. Wheeler 
at first offered to testify that he heard 
or saw L. P. Drexler ofter Miller a 
bribe of 820 to vote the Democratic 
ticket. When he made affidavit, how- 
ever, Mr. Wheeler modified his state- 
ment, and was uncertain whether 
Drexler offered Miller the money to 
“vote for or to “work for” the ticket. 
Mr. Rankio considered this evidence 
insafficient, and Justice Young, as be- 
fore, refused to issue a warrant not 
sanctioned by the District Attorney. 

Thus baffied, Mr. Soderberg and his 
aids were this morning flying about 
like angry hornets,but up to noon had 
accomplished nothing. The reporter 
subsequently learned that they had} 
abandoned their line of attack on the 
Justice Court ef this Township, and 
had betaken themselves to Franktown, 
where they hoped to secure the desired 
warrant. 

The object of the movement was no 
doubt to create a little sensation in 
Garson to-day, by undermining the 
position of Col. Fair. It is supposed 
that the proceedings were undertaken | 
in the interests ot a famous tunnel- 
borer, distinguished for his persever- 
ance in the teeth of obstrcles.
